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Reagan's unwarranted 


attack on food stamps 


In what could again be another governmental short-sighted remedy 
to a problem which demands careful long-range solutions because of its 
immense complexities, Governor Ronald Reagan has proposed some 
new methods for es California's vast network of welfare 
programs. : 

The area most seriously affected under the Governor's new 
proposals, from the student point-of-view, is the elimination of the 
Food Stamp Assistance Program which enables students, as well as 
others who show a financial need, to purchase food from local markets 
at a price lower than retail value. The state and federal government 
absorb the difference between what the recipient pays and the value of 
the food stamp coupon 

Reagan’s primary reason for proposing the elimination of this 
valuable program is to cut California’s welfare costs. An underlying 
reason cleverly camouflaged in the rhetoric of political bargaining is the 
possibility of another subtle attack on the California's higher education. 
The Governor's fantasy of logic which quips that the cuts in the food 
stamp program will force the students to “get a job just like everyone 
else” in order to maintain their existence denies the basic philosophy of 
how a college degree is acquired. Most students can ill-afford to 
sacrifice precious hours on a job and still expect to make reasonable 
progress towards a degree. 

And the fact that California enjoys the highest level of 
unemployment in the country, eight percent as of March, refutes 
beyond a shadow of a doubt that the job market does not need nor can 
afford to have its ranks inflated with students desiring positions to meet 
the additional cost of living they will bear if the food stamp program is 
eliminated. With jobs scarce throughout the state many students will 
not be able to find work and still go to school. Some will be forced to 
drop out because they can’t afford School and others will drop out 
because the demands of the job are greater than they can bear and still 
attend classes. Either way higher education willsuffer. 

The Food Stamp Assistance Program was originally designed to 
supplement low-range incomes in order that healthy nutritional levels 
can be maintained throughout the state. The fact that independent 
students qualify under the program and are only desirous of utilizing 
the program to lessen the financial burden they carry, should not make 
the Food Stamp Assistance Program a political football. 

The program is valuable to students and many thousands of others 
in California. Those needy should not be penalized because the 
Governor wishes to vent his continued frustration on higher education. 
Responsible elements in the legislative process should exercise foresight 
in the matter and weigh the consequences stemming fron, elimination 
of the program before following the Governor's proposal. California 
benefits more from the program as it currently exists, than it would 
from the money saved by its elimination

The exhibition’s 215 pots and 
sculptures span the years from 
1949 to 1971 and «how the 
growing mastering of her art. She 
explains that, “You would see 
quite a degree of change from the 
first pieces to the last.” 
Accompanying the ceramics 
collection will be a collection of 
her drawings and sketches, many 
of which are working drawings 
which show some of the exhibited

Though she began working 


ceramics 1947. her work as a 


mature artist began after sh 
moved to Sacramento in 1956 to 
join the faculty here. A native 
Sacramentan, she had spent nine 
years in the San Francisco Bay 
area, first as a student at the 
California College of Arts and 
Crafts in Oakland and then at a 
variety of unsatisfying jobs 

In Sacramento she found great 
delight in her new environment 
For the first time in her life she 
had the security of permanent 
studio facilities. Enjoying her 
success as a teacher and in 
response to the spontaneous 
creativity of her students, Miss 
Rippon launched into intense and 
vigorous productivity. During the 
following years she alternated 
between wheel work and 
hand-building techniques and 
produced a tremendous body of 
work 

Her exhibited works span the 
whole range of ceramic endeavor 
One display case at the Gallery 1s 
full of little jewel-like porcelain 
vases in bright colors, while 
another display area is devoted to 
life-size sculptures

abuse of power? Why? Because our leaders are unresponsive or they just 
don’t give a damn what the people think. Without responsive 
government, our protests become eloquent charades, charades which 
breed either despairing indifference or revolutionary desperation 

What is wrong with our country—and this senseless, immoral invasion 
of Laos starkly dramatizes it—and what we can’t possibly survive with, 
is that our leaders are impervious to experience and hence cannot learn 
from it. They don’t learn. They just do not learn! 

The dissociation of thought and feeling has become so widespread in 
this country that we have lost that unified experience which is reality 
We are no longer able—we no longer desire-to reconcile thought with 
facts or feelings with consequences; we simply do not reconcile 
anything. We just muddle along, making things up as we go 
Reality—that hard, fast, intractable stuff of life—is full of frustration 
and pain. Many Americans, suffering so much frustration that they can 
no longer endure anymore, are compelled to falsify reality to suit their 
need for relief 

How else does one explain the rhetorical «».cess of both the right and 
the left today? How else does one explain the failure of American 
generals and politicians to understand that victory is not just around 
the corner, that the boys will not be back by Christmas? How eise does 
one explain that limp and hollow theory ~Vietnamization? We invent 
words and then believe in them, as if the words were not inventions but 
had an independent reality. How better to destroy ourselves? 

I cannot snicker at those who believe in Nixon's sincerity; for in his 
crippled fashion, he is sincere. He is sincerely self-deceived He is 
trapped into a compulsive self-deception by a need to justify himself 
The more evident it becomes that Vietnamization is not working, the 
more certain it is that Cambodia will be invaded; the more certain it 
Cambodia was not an overwhelming victory but a
